SPECIAL MESSAGES, 


President Koosovelt Sent Two to Congrefii 


on Monday . 


President Roosevelt on Monday sent 


two messages to congress, one of 
which calls attentioi to the fact that 
no statistics on marriage and divorce 
have been, colkc ed since 1S8C and 
recommends legislation. Following is 
she text "f t'ne mess*?*: 


To the Senate and Botise of Representa-

The iijs<,i'.uticjj. of ma riage is, of 


eoiiise, at the very ftu elation of our 
S-CIAI o g;u,zation and all itfiner-ces 
iL;i . nffeei that institution a-e of vita' 
concern to the people of the -»hole 
country. Th?re is a widespna-l con- 
T c ion that, the divore" a vs a-e dan- 
cren u !y ias and indiff-rently aimin- 
istered in some of the states, re.ulti v 
in a diminishing regard for the EU ic- 
Lity cf the marriage relation. 


The hope is entertained tb at co-oper- 


ation amongst tbe -everal states tan 
oe secured to the end tnnt there 11:17 
oe enacted upon the subject of ma-- 
ri&ges and divorce uniform ,\iws, con- 
training all possible saftguardo for the 
security of tho fanily. Intelligent and 
piu.tent a:tion iu tjat direction will 
Oe greatly promoted by securing re- 
i.a jH :ind trustworthy s'a-.ibtics upon 
marriage ana divorce. I aeem the m»t 
tsr of sufficient general importance to

It is sometimes eaid by persons who 


know not the lacts of history, thiit 
Christianity could exist in the world 
without the chu-cb.

It 
was his uniform practice, while He 
knew that many of the rulers ol the 
synagogue snd these who regularly 
worship In them were wicked and hypo- 
critical in their lives.

not live on tbe host plant interchange- 
ably. Dr. Moore now says that there 
is but one species for all legumes, 
which species he has named psrudo- 
monaa radicola. The difference in the 
Infective powf r he declares to be due 
toilight physiological variations which 
can ea»ily be broken down by cultiva- 
tion. The firct step toward the discov- 
ery it uid to have been made by Dr. 
Hopkin'a, of the University of Illinois, 
about a year ago when he discovered 
that the same bacteria that live on the 
rooU.of alfalfa would live on common 
clover. 
Dr. Moore has now proved 


that they can be made to live and thrive 
on all plants of the family. The de- 
partment of agriculture is being flood- 
ed with letters of irquiry and requests 
for the bacteria. The department will 
forward enough for any farmer to 
m»ke a test, with full directions. The
